SPENDING RECORDS 
UF ALIEN STUDIED 
IN LINDBERGH CASE 


Six Notebooks Give De- 
tailed Account of Ex- 
penditures of Bruno 
Hauptmann. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—A detail- 
ed study of six notebooks in which 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann methodic- 
ally jotted down his household and 
financial records is being undertak- 
en, it was disclosed today, in a search 
for new evidence onthe: passing of 
Lindbergh ransom notes. 


District Attorney Samuel J. Foley, 
of the Bronx, has guarded carefully 
the contents of memoranda. found in 
the apartment of Hauptmann, already 
indicted for extorting the $60,000 
ransom. ¢ 

The records are understood, how- 
ever, to have furnished clues as to 
shops in which Hauptmann passed 
some of the gold notes which have 
not yet come to light. 

Proprietors of these stores will be 
questioned tomorrow, it was reported. 
Seen As “Keys.” 

The books—some labeled “memo- 
randum,” and others ‘addresses’ — 
are regarded as one of the potential 
keys in the case Foley and his staff 
are attempting to build. Hauptmann’s 
trial is expected to start in two 
weeks unless New Jersey officials 
first move for extradition on mur- 
der or kidnaping charges.

Dean Shuts Out Cincin- 
nati, 9-0; Dodgers Win, 
8-5, in Deciding Games 
in National League.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—(UP)— 
Blazing down the home stretch on one 
of the most brilliantly sustained scor- 
ing streaks recorded in major league 
baseball, the St. Louis Cardinals to- 
day became 1934 champions of the 
National league, while the New York 
Giants, last year’s winners, faltered, 
fumbled and lost the title that two 
short weeks ago had seemed theirs 
for the asking. ¢ 

The Cardinals’ triumph earned 
them the right to meet Detroit, cham- 
pion of the American league, in the 
World Series, the first game of which 
is to be played Wednesday at the 
Michigan metropolis. Detroit cinched 
the title more than aweek ago. - 

The Cardinals, leading by one game 
coming into today’s final schedule, 
made it two full games to the good by 
defeating the Cincinnati Reds, 9 to 0. 
Jerome (Dizzy) Dean, returning to 
the mound afier only one day's rest, 
scored his 30th victory and seventh 


the Reds only seven hits. 

The Giants dribbled away an early 
lead to lose to their unfriendliest of 
neighbors, the Broklyn Dodgers. The 
score was 8 to 5, in 10 innings. 

Plenty of Drama. 

Even if the Giants had won today 
they still would have failed by une 
game even to have tied for the pen- 
nant. So, all the commotion at the 
Polo Grounds which delighted and 
irked the 44,055 cash spectators, was 
nothing much-more or less than a ball 
game but it was a game jammed with 
thrills, drama and suspense. 

Nor was all of the excitement con- 
fined to the field; half of it was found 
on the huge score boards which record- 
ed, inning by inning, the Cardinals’ 
final crushing win over the Reds. 
And this mounting Cardinal score was 
an added treat to the thousands of 
Broklyn fans, who came to jeer the 
Giants in general and Manager Bill 
Terry most especially. The reason for 
this was a thoughtless wisecrack made 
by Terry. when asked, at the season's 
start, where he figured the Dodgers 
would finish: 

“Oh,” asked Terry in return, “are 
the Dodgers still in the National 
league?” 

Flock to Slaughter. 

The Broklyns came today for the 
final slaughter with klaxons, cowbells 
and squawkers. One Dodger fan 
flaunted a placard: “Yep, the Dodgz- 
ers are still in the National league.” 
When the Dodgers tied the score in 
the eighth, he raced through the 
stands, holding it overhead.

Ship’s Crew Subdues 
Fire in Hold at?Sea 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—(4#)—The 
steamer Koenigstein, off the coast of 
Nova Scotia bound for New York 
from Antwerp, wirelessed Radioma- 
rine Corporation today that fire was 
in her hold but was believed under 
control. 

The message gave no details, but 
reported the ship’s position as 42.10 
degrees north and 62.20 degrees west, 
a point southeast of Nova Scotia. 

The steamer, operated by the 
Arnold Bernstein Line, is a twin 
screw vessel of 15,000 tons displace- 
ment. She is 459 feet long. with a 
beam of 59 feet and has five passen- 
ger decks. 

The vessel, which entered the line's 
service in July for service between 
New York, Antwerp and Havre, was 
built especially to carry uncrated au- 
tomobiles as cargo.

LABUR PROPOSES 
NRA ADJUSTMENT 
10 AID BUSINESS 


30-Hour Week, Minimum 
Wage Laws, Old Age Se- 
curity Favored in Legis- 
lative Program. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 30.—() 
The American Federation of Labor, 
through its executive committee, call- 
ed today for a “major adjustment” 
in the nation’s economic organization 
and an increased tempo by business 
that would “use the capacity of our 
industries.” 

In its report on the year's activi- 
ties to the annual convention of the 
federation, the council also urged that 


NRA codes be further amended to in- 
crease employment and boost wages. 
A broad legislative program was 
proposed, including a °%0-hour week, 
minimum wage laws, old age security 
and ratification of the constitutional 
amendment to outlaw child labor. 
The council said organized labor 
must be “forever opposed” to “cur- 
rency inflation as the method of re- 
covery’ and it viewed the increased 
national debt- with “alarm and with 
misgiving.”’ 

Saying that the year’s progress to- 
ward recovery fell “far short of what 
we had hoped” and that ‘ten millions 
are without jobs,” the report gave a 
view of what organized labor believes 
necessary : 

New Standard Needed.

10-Point NRA Program. 

A 10;point program for reorgani- 
zation NRA was proposed: to in- 
crease the labor benefits. It follows: 

“1. The NRA should be reorganized 
from the point of view of a longer 
period than that to June 16, 1935. 
It becomes increasingly evident that 
some action will be necessary for per- 
haps a long time to’ come. Policies 
should therefore be considered from 
a long-time rather than a purely emer- 
gency point of view. 

“2. Codes should be reopened for 
such changes as will bring about the 
original purpose of the act—re-em- 
ployment and increased wages. 

"3. Codes should be reopened upon 
petition by labor as well as upon the 
initiative of industry or the admin- 
istration. 

“4. Compliance machinery should 
be divorced more completely from the 
NRA administfation. An independent 
compliance board, answerable directly 
to the president, would be better able 
to assure unbiased and prompt action.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—(,)-— 
President Roosevelt tonight appealed 
for an armistice in the year’s recur- 
ring conflicts between capital and la- 
bor while the second, and still experi- 
mental, phase of NRA produces legis- 
lation permanently safeguarding the 
rights ofeach. 

The chief executive again carried 
the accomplishments and purposes of 
the New Deal directly to the people 
in an address broadcast to all sections 
of the nation asking for patriotic and 
whole-hearted co-operation, 

Definition of Liberty, 

In what many immediately inter- 
preted as an answer to former Presi- 
dent Herbert. Hoover’s recent maga- 
zine article entitled “A Challenge to 
Liberty,” Mr. Roosevelt explained his 
idea of the kind of “liberty” most 
desirable. 

“I am not for a return to that 
definition of liberty under which for 
many years a free people were being 
gradually regimented into the service 
of the privileged few,” he said. “I 
prefer, and I am sure you prefer, 
that broader defigition of liberty un- 
der which we are moving forward to 
greater freedom, to greater security 
for the average man than he has ever 
known before in the history of Amer- 
ica. 

Mr. Hoover's article in the Satur- 
day Evening Post referred to “eco- 
nomic regimentation” and centraliza- 
tion of powers in the hand of the 
executive. Such a program, he asgert- 
ed, is “usurpation of the primary lib- 
erties of man by government.” 

President Roosevelt explained the 
truce in industrial warfare which he 
proposes is to be accompanied, within 
the next month, by conferences with 
employers and the spokesmen ‘of or- 
ganized labor, while a “full and fair” 
trial is given to the means already 
provided for adjusting such disputes. 

_ To Meet Capital, or. 

Accordingly,” he said, “I propose 
to confer within the coming month 
with small groups of those truly rep- 
resentative of large employers of labor 
and of large groups of organized la- 
bor, in order to seek their co-operation 
in establishing what I may describe as 
a specific trial period of industrial 
peace, 

“From those willing to join in es- 
tablishing this hoped for period of 
peace, I shall seek assurances of the 
making and maintenance of agree- 
ments, which can be mutually relied

ON BUSINESS-LIKE BASIS. 


In all of these efforts the gov- 

ernment has come to the assistance 
of business and with the full expec- 
tation that the money used to assist 
these enterprises will eventually be 
repaid. I believe it will be. 
_ The second step we have taken 
in the restoration of normal busi- 
ness enterprise has been to clean 
up thoroughly unwholesome condi- 
tions in the field of investment. In 
this we have had assistance from 
many bankers and businessmen, most 
of whom recognize the past evils in 
the banking system, in the sale of 
securities, in the deliberate encour- 
agement of stock gambling, in. the 
sale of unsound mortgages and in 
many other ways in which the public 
lost billions of dollars. They saw 
that without changes in the policies 
and methods of investment there 
could be no recovery of public con- 
fidence in the security of savings. 
The country now enjoys the safety 
of bank savings under the new bank- 
ing laws, the careful checking of new 
securities under the securities act 
and the curtailment of bank stock 
speculation through the securities ex- 
change act. I sincerely hope that 
as a result people win be discour- 
aged in unhappy efforts to get rich 
quick by speculating in securities. 
[he average person almost always 
loses. Only a very small minority 
of the people of this country be- 
lieve in gambling as a_ substitute 
for the old philosophy of ‘Benjamin 
Franklin that the way to wealth 
is through work. 


RESULTS OF OPERATION 
UNDER NRA PROGRAM.

the government has been the nation- | 
Under | 


al recovery admirfistration. 
its guidance, trades and industries 
covering over 90 per cent of all in- 
dustrial employes have adopted codes 
of fair competition, which have been 
approved by the president. Under 
these codes, in the industries covered, 
child labor has been eliminated. The 
work day and the work week ‘have 
been shortened. Minimum wages 
have been established and other wages 
adjusted toward a rising standard 
of living.. The emergency purpose 
of the NRA was to put men to 
work and since its creation’ more 
than 4,000,000 persons have been 
re-employed, in great part through 
the co-operation of American busi- 
ness brought about under the codes. 

Benefits of the industrial recovery 
program have come, not only to la- 
bor in the form oft new jobs, in re- 
lief from overwork and in relief from 
underpay, but also to the owners 
and managers of industry because, 
together with a great increase in the 
pay rolls, there has come a substan- 
tial rise in the total of. industrial

OBJECTIVES OF NRA 

NOT FULLY ATTAINED. 

Now it should. not be expectel 
that even employed labor and ecapi- 
tal would be completely satisfied 
with present conditions. Employed 
workers have not by any means all 
enjoyed a return to the earnings 
of prosperous times; although mil- 
lions of hitherto underprivileged 
workers are today far better paid 
than ever before. Also, billions of 
dollars of invested capital have today 
a greater security of present and 


future earning power than _ before. | 


This is because.of the establishment 
of fair, competitive standards and 
because of relief from unfair com- 
petition in wage cutting which de- 
presses markets and destroys pur- 
chasing power. But ft is an unde- 
niable fact that the restoration of 


other billions of sound investments - 


| 
| 


to a reasonable earning power could 
not be brought about in one year. 
There is no magic formula, no eco- 
nomic panacea, which could simply 
revive over-night the heavy indus- 
tries and the trades dependent upon 
them, 

Nevertheless the gains of trade and 
industry, as a whole, have been sub- 
stantial. In these gains and in the 
policies of the administration there 
are assurances that hearten all for- 
ward-looking men and women with 
the confidence that we are defihite- 
ly rebuilding our political and eco- 
nomic system on the lines laid down 
by the New Deal—lines which, as,l 
have so often made clear, are in 
complete accord with the underlying 
principles of orderly popular govern- 
ment which Americans have_demand- 
ed since the white man first came 
to these shores. We count, in the 
future as in the past, on the driving 
power of individual initiative and the 
incentive of fair private profit, 
strengthened with the acceptance of 
those obligations to the public inter- 
est which rest upon us all. We have 
the right to expect that this driving 
power will be given patriotically and 
whole-heartedly to our nation. 


SECOND PHASE OF NRA 
NOW CONFRONTS NATION. 


We have passed through the for- 
mative period of code making in the 
national recovery administration and 
have effected a reorganization of the 
NRA suited to the needs, of the next 
phase, which is, in turn, a period of 
preparation for legislation which will 
determine its permanent form. 

-In this recent reorganization we 
have recognized three distinct fune- 
tions. First, the legislative or pol- 
icy making function. Second, the 
administrative function of code mak- 
ing and revision and, third, the judi- 
cial function, which includes en- 


. forcement, consumer complaints and 


the settlement of disputes betweei 
employers and employes and between 
one employer and another. 

We aye now prepared to move into 
this second phase, on the basis of 
our experience in the first phase un- 
der the able and energetic leadership 
of General Jolnson. 

We shall watch carefully the work- 
ing of this new machinery for the 
second phase of NRA, modifying it 
where it needs modification and fi- 
nally making recommendations to the 


congress, in order that the functions | 


of NRA, which have proved their 
worth may be made a part of the 
permanent machinery of government. 
OWN NRA PROVISIONS 
WRITTEN BY INDUSTRY. 

Let me cali your attention to 
the fact that the national industrial 
recovery act. gave businessmen the 
opportunity they had sought for 
years to improve business conditions 
through what has been called self- 
government in industry. If the codes 
which have been written have been 
too complicated, if they have gone 
too far in such matters gs price- 
fixing and limitation of production, 
let it be remembered that so far as 
possible, consistent with the immedi- 
ate public interest of this past year 
and the vital necessity of improving 
labor conditions, the representatives 
of trade and industry were permitted 
to write their ideas into the codes. 
It is now time to review these actions 
as a whole to determine through 
deliberative means in the light of 
experience, from the standpoint of 
the good of the industries themselves, 
as well as the general public inter- 
est, whether the methods and _ poli- 
cies adopted in the emergency have 
been best calculated to promote in- 
dustrial recovery and a permanent 
improvement of business and labor 
conditions. There may be a serious 
question as to the wisdom of many 
vf those devices to control produc- 
‘tion, or to prevent destructive price- 
cutting which many business organi- 
zations have insisted were necessary, 
or whether their effect may have been 
to prevent that volume of production 
which would make possible lower 
prices and increased employment. Ak- 
other question arises as to whether 
in fixing minimum wages on the 
basis of an hourly or weekly wage 
we have reached“into the heart of

When the businessmen of the coun- 
try were demanding the right to or- 
gunize themselves adequately to pro- 
mote their legitimate interests; when 
the farmers were demanding legisla- 
tion which would give them oppor- 
tunities and incentives to organize 
themselves for a common advance, 
it was natural that the workers 
should seek and obtain a statutory 
declaration of their . constitutional 
rights to urganize themselves for col- 
lective bargaining as embodied in Sec- 
tion 7 (A) of the national indus- 
trial recovery act. 

Machinery set up by the federal 
government has provided sume new 
methods of adjustment. Both em- 
ployers and employes must share the 
blame of not using them as fully as 
they should. The employer. who 
turns away from impartial agencies 
of peace, who denies freedom of or- 
ganization to his efhployes, or fails 
to make every reasonable effort at a 
peaceful solution of their differences, 
is not fully supporting the recovery 
effort of his government. The work- 
ers who turn away from these same 
impartial agencies and decline to use 
their good offices to gain their ends 
are likewise not fully co-operating 
with their government. 

TIME HAS ARRIVED 
FOR CONCERTED ACTION. 

It is time that we made a clean- 
cut effort to bring about that united 
action of management and _ labor, 
which is one of the high purposes of 
the recovery act. We have passed 
through more than a year of educa- 
tion. Step by step we have created all 
the government agencies necessary to 
insure, aS a general rule, industrial 
peace, with justice for all those will- 
ing to use these agencies whenever 
their voluntary bargaining fails to 
produce a necessary agreement. 

There should be at least a full and 
fair trial given to these. means of 
ending industrial warfare; and in 
such an effort we should be able to 
secure for employers and employes 
and consumers tlic benefits that all 
derive from the continuous, peaceful 


operation of our essential enterprises. , 


Accordingly, I propose to confer 
within the cominz month with small 
groups of those truly representative 
of large employers of labor and of 
large groups of organized labor, in 
order to seek their co-operation in 
establishing what I may describe as 
a specific trial period of industrial 
peace, 

WANTS ASSURANCES 
OF STABLE ACCORDS. 

From those willing to join in es- 
tablishing. this hoped-for period of 
peace, I shall seek assurances of the 
making and maintenance of agree- 
ments, which can be mutually relied 
upon, under which wages, hours and 
working conditions may be deter- 
termined and any later adjustments 
-shall be made either by agreement 
or, in case of disagreement, through 
the mediation or erbitration of state 
or federal agencies. I shall not ask 
either employers or employes per- 
manently to lay aside the weapons 
common to industrial war. But I 
Spal ask both sroups-to give a fair 
rial to peaceful methods of adjust- 
ing their conflicts of opinion and 
interest. and to experiment for a 
reasonable time with measures — 
able to civilize cur industrial civil- 
ization. 

Closely allied to the NRA is the 
program of public works provided 
for in the same act and designed to 
put more men hack to work, both 
directly on the public works 
themselves, and indirectly in 
the industries supplying the ma- 
terials for these public - works. 
To those who say that our expendi- 
tures for public works and other 
means for recovery are a waste that 
we cannot afford, I answer that no 
country, however rich, can afford 
the waste of its human resources. 
Demoralization caused by vast unem- 
ployment is our greatest extrava- 
gance. Morally, it is the greatest 
Some 
try to tell me that we must 
up our minds that for the 
future we shall permanently have 
millions of unemployed just as other 
countries have had them for over 
a decade.

WILL STAND OR FALL 
ON UNEMPLOYMENT VIEW. 

But as for this country, I stand 
or fall by my refusal to accept as 
a necessary condition of our future 
a permanent army of unemployed. 
On the contrary, we must make it 
a national principle that we will not 
tolerate a large army of unemployed 
and that we will arrange our na- 
tional economy to end our present 
unemployment as soon as we Call 
and then to take wise measures 
against its return. I do not want 
to think that it is the distiny of 
any American to remain permanently 
on relief rolls. 

Those, fortunately few in number, 
who are frightened by boldness and 
cowed .by the necessity for making 
decisions, complain that all we have 
done is unnecessary and subject to 
great risks. Now that these people 
are coming out of their storm cel- 
lars, they forget that there ever was 
a storm. They point to England. 
They would have you believe that 
England has made progress out of 
her depression by a do-nothing pol- 
icy, by letting nature’ take _her 
course. England has her peculiari- 
ties and we have ours but I do not 
believe any intelligent observer can 
accuse England of undue orthodoxy 
in the present emergency.

More than twenty years 
ago, when Theodore Roosevelt and 
Woodrow Wilson were attempting to 
correct abuses in our national ‘life, 
the great Chief Justice White said: 


WORDS OF CHIEF JUSTICE 


CITED BY PRESIDENT. 

“There is great danger it seems to 
me to arise from the constant habit 
which prevails where anything is “9 
posed or objected to, of referring with- 
out rhyme or reason to the constitu- 
tion as a means of preventing its 
accomplishment, thus creating the 
general impression that the constitu- 
tion is but a barrier to progress in- 
stead of being the broad highway 
through which alone true progress 
may be enjoyed.” 

In our efforts for recovery we have 
avoided on the one hand the theory 
that business should and must 
taken over into an all-embracing 
government. We have avoided on, the 
other hand the equally untenable 
theory that it is an interference 
with liberty to offer reasonable help 
when private enterprise is in need 
of help. The course we have follow- 
ed fits the American practice of gov- 
ernment—a practice of taking action 
step by. step, of regulating only’ to 
meet concrete needs—a practice of 
courageous recognition of change. I 
believe with Abraham J.incoln, that 
“the legitimate object of government 
is to do for a community of people 
whatever they need to have done but 
cannot do at all or cannot do so well 
for themselves in their separate and 
individual capacities.” 

I am for a return to that defini- 
tion of liberty ander which for many 
years a free peonle were being grad- 
ually regimented into the service of 
the privileged few. I prefer and lI 
am sure you prefer that broader defi- 
nition of liberty under which we are 
moving forward te Greater freedom, 
to greater security for the average 
man than he has ever known before 
in the history of America. 


ROOSEVELT TO ASK

He chided critics just emerging 
“from storm cellars” and forgetting 
“there ever was a storm” who contend 
that new deal policies have inhibited 
the liberty of the individual and, in- 
fringed upon the constitution. 

Approaching the problem of NRA 
and of the entire relationship between 
employer and employe, the chief exe- 
cutive praised General Hugh S. John- 
son for “able and energetic leader- 
ship,” in that agency’s formative 
stage. , 

While industrial recovery had been 
retarded by strikes. he said their ex- 
tent and severity had been far less 
than in any comparable period. Both 
sides, he added. “must share the 
blame” for not taking full advantage 
of conciliatory machinery provided by 
the government.

Railroads, Airplanes, Radio 
and Steamship Simultane- 
ously Under Scrutiny. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—(#)— 
Four principal modern means of com- 
munication—railroads, airplanes, ra- 
dio and steamship lines—will be on 
trial simultaneously this week before 
various government commissions and 
departments. 

Railroads are asking the right to 
increase freight rates; airline opera- 
tors are looking | to the interstate com- 
merce commission to fix equitable 
rates for carrying mail; the communi- 
cations commission begins its study 
of the allocation of radio facilities, 
and the postoffice department begins 
a study of ocean mail contracts. 

At the same time, the federal avia- 
tion commission will continue its hear- 
ings preparatory to recommending a 
national aviation policy to President 


Roosevelt. 
Three Today. 

Three hearings start tomorrow—the 
railroad rate and air mail rate cases 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission and the radio hearing before 
the communications commission. The 
oceahl mail contract hearings start 
Thursday before postoffice department 
officials. 

The railroad freight rate case will 
be as bitterly fought by shippers, it 
is indicated by hundreds of notices of 
appearances filed, as was that of 1931, 
'when varriers sought a 15 per cent 
| general increase and were allowed to 
make surcharges on some items which 
expired late in 1933. 

This time the railroads are not ask- 
ing a general horizontal increase. 
They have taken classes and commod- 
ities and asked specific increases. The 
increases are designed, the. railroads 
say, to raise $170,000,000 of revenue 
to partly offset an increase of $290,- 
000,000 a year in expenses caused by 
restoration of wage rates of members 
of railroad unions and by additional 
costs of materials. 

Not Enough Money. 

The carriers claim that, aithough 
operating expenses in 1933 were only 
half what they were in 1929, they fail- 
ed to take in enough money to cover 
operating expenses and _ interest 
charges without any allowance for 
dividends to their stockholders. 

The air mail rate hearing is regard-

The postoffice department plans to 
oppose any effort to increase the rates 
now being paid. Some of the present 
rates were made low by the aviation 
companies in order to obtain contracts 
and routes after all existing contracts 
had been annulled last winter by the 
postmaster-general. In fact, Post- 
master-General Farley will contend 
that the commission has no authority 
to increase rates above present con- 
tract prices. 

The communications commission’s 
study of allocation of radio broadcast- 
ing facilities is being made by ex- 
press mandate of congress. Religious 
and educational organizations have 
been contending that they should be 
given more radio facilities than they 
now have. The commission will listen 
to all factions and report to congress 
next winter. 

The postoffice department study of 
ocean mai contracts is designed to 
ascertain whether this service can be 
made more economical. Representa- 
tives of 32 holders of ocean mail 
contracts and four foreign air mail 
contractors have been summoned to 
appear and show cause why their 
contracts should not be cancelled or 
modified.

On the Marne. 


Thirty minutes after leaving Paris 
by motor car, I stood before the farm 
house wherein General Von Kluck, 
surnamed “the sledge-hammer,” had 
established his headquarters during 
the battle of the Marne. Thirty min- 
utes! A fast driver could do it in 
20. Yet even before I reached the 
little town of Meaux, which was the 
center of the Marne engagement 20 
years ago, a spot wags pointed out to 
me where a patrol of German cyc- 
lists had been surprised and killed 
in September, 1914. That spot was 
but 15 miles away from Paris! Those 
‘Germans therefore must have Leen 
‘able to see the Eiffel tower in the 
distance. If they had held their cars 
to the ground, they must have heen 
able to hear the sustained zooming 
rumble of the coveted city. I put 
my ears to the ground and I plain- 
ly heard the rumble in the bowels 
of the earth. So near and yet 80 
far! 

How is it, you ask yourself when 
you visit the landmarks of the ti- 
tanic battle which came s6 near fin- 


mans could smash their way

My class hadn't oeen 
called to -the colors,” he went on, 
“and with so many voung chauffeurs 
away, 1 was making good money and 
I didanot like the idea a great deal 
of being commandeered by the gov- 
ernment.” 

‘Tell me,” I said, “was there a 
panic in Paris that time?’

News Behind the News 


By PAUL MALLON., 
INDUSTRIAL POLICY. WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—No one 


was quite satisfied with this new di- 
rectorate which President Roosevelt selected to reorganize the NRA, 
The A. F. of L. boys, for instance, gave some mild public ap- 
plause for the sake of appearances, but, among themselves, they 
began to worry. The labor representatives in the new directorate 
are not the A. F. of L. kind—at least, not the William Green kind. 
Likewise, the white shirt groups of industrialists started mur- 
muring among themselves about the preponderance of Rooseveltian 
liberals in the new set-up. They began to pine for good old Gen- 
eral Johnson. . 
For this reason, most of the impartial insiders here are lean- 
ing toward the view that new set-up may be “‘all right,” meaning 
that they expect it to work toward a middle-of-the-road result. 
PERSONALITIES. That “middle of the road” phrase does not 
have a very specific meaning any more. 
Too much depends on what radical or conservative camp you are 
viewing the road from. 

You can get a better idea of what to expect({from boring into 
the personalities behind the new set-up. These personalities may 
be checked as follows: 

Clay Williams—A hard-boiled, capable former tobacco manu- 
facturer, whose industry has not accepted an NRA..code. 

Arthur Whiteside—An intelligent Wall Streeter, who signed the 
Chamber of Commerce statement a week ago urging that the NRA 
be scrapped. 

Sidney Hillman—A rough-and-tumgle, labor leader, who has 
the clothing industry under the thumb of his union. His labor tie- 
up is with the John Lewis crowd in the A. F. of L., not with the 
Green crowd. 

Walton Hamilton—A Yale law professor, formerly an ardent 
left wing progressive, who has been mellowed somewhat by his 
Studies of constitutional law. 

Leon Marshall—A moderate liberal collége professor, who has 
been at Johns Hopkins trying to figure out how to humanize law. 

Add those personalities up, and the answer is nothing. This 
board probably never will be able to agree on where to hold its 
meetings. It is three to two liberal, but the third liberal (Marshall) 
is an indeterminate, or at least an uncertain, quantity. 


GUIDING FORCE, The real secret of the reorganization may 


be found in the personalities on the sec- 
‘ond. directorate—that is, the policy committee. There will be no 
disagreement among these policy fixers. They are all of one mind, 
and the mind they are of is Mr. Roosevelt’s. 

Messrs. Richberg, Ickes, Hopkins, Davis and Miss Perkins know 
that Mr. Roosevelt wants reform. They will give it to him. In 
fact, they may give him just a little more: reform than he wants, 
for they are all zealous progressives and liberals, who have an ir- 
repressible hankering to make everything better. 

They will tell the first committee what to do. All of them, 
except Richberg, are too busy with other jobs to worry about de- 
tails, but all will vote ‘‘aye’ whenever Richberg calls them in. 
They will decide all the heavy policies over which the administra- 
tive board will split; and they will decide them the liberal way. 
HELP. New Deal Co-ordinators Walker and Richberg found many 

conflicting phases inside the New Deal, but they never 
found one to equal a current insurrection inside the FERA.

NEW YORK, 
Sept. 30.—Upon 
assurance from 
Germany, the 
American Olympic committee has 
voted unanimously to accept Ger- 
many’s invitation to participate in 
the Olympic games in Berlin in 1936. 
Mr. .Avery Brundage, president of 
the committee, went to Germany to 
look into certain vague rumors re- 
garding the treatment to which the 
Jew is subjected under Adolf Hitler 
and, happily, was able to asswre his 
colleagues that the Germans would 
be fair and sportsmanlike to all Jew- 
ish athletes for the duration of the 


games. 

There was further assurance that 
German Jews who desire to compete 
for places on the Olympic team of 
Germany ‘Will suffer no hinderance 
in their training and no discrimina- 


tion in the team selections. This, too, 
is a comforting promise. Of course, 
captious individuals among the ath- 
letic coaches and trainers will be sure 
to doubt that a Jewish track man can 
do himself justice training in a dun- 
geon and it does seem barely possible 
that in the final competitions the 
German selection committee might 
use an extra-fast watch to time the 
Jews and a lazy one to clock the 
Aryans. They might even require Jew- 
ish swimmers to race their heats with 
an anvil under each arm and Jewish 
high-jumpers to wear the standard 
UOregon boot as part of their equip- 
ment. But there is only a _ limited 
amount of fair play in Germany at 
this writing and, on the basis of the 
census figures, the Jews ought not

Brundage does 
not appear to 


have gone into in his dealings with 
the Germans is the matter of the 
salute to the colors which is a tra- 
ditional rite in all Olympic games. In 
fact, the athletes spend a good deal 
of their time snapping to attention, 
facing the mast and saluting one set 
or another of national colors as they 
are run up the pole in recognition 
of victories won on the field or in 
the water.

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GREEN FACES 
IN LABOR DISPUTE 


Jurisdictional Fight Is 
Threat to President’s 
Administrative Power. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 30.—(/) 
Upon the shoulders of President Wil- 
liam Green apparently rested tonight 
the burden of solving the most bit- 
ter jurisdictional fight in the recent 
history of the American Federation 
of Labor. 


Hurriedly, the militant labor lead- 
er, fearful lest the controversy in 
the building trades department grow 
to the point where it would over- 
shadow the yital is-ues facing the 
federation, arranged a series of last 
minute “crucial” conferences in an 
effort to settle the dispute before the 
general convention opens tomorrow. 
_ Some professed to see in the strug- 
gle a test of Green's administrative 
strength. 

Others, however, discounted — the 
suggestion that the refusal of the 
building trades department to. readmit 
carpenters, bricklayers and electrical 
workers international unions world 
be used as a basis for an atte...pt 
to oust Green from the presidency. 

The building group’s action was 
based on an asserted belief seating of 
delegates from the three “outcast” 
unions would disrupt harmony in the 
department. Lending strength to this 
belief were declarations from leaders 
of the three unions that the present 
administration of the department is 
not aggressive enough in its leader- 
ship and their asserted intention of 
forcing the election of a new presi- 


dent and secretary.

Belief was widely expressed = by 
delegates that Green, in order to pre- 
vent the fight spreading to the con- 
vention floor proper, has outlined a 
plan whereby the opposing factions 
can get together.

ment of the code provisions and the 
decisions of the labor relations boards. 
Collective Bargaining. 

“6. Collective bargaining between 
bona fide trade unions and employers 
must be assured through enforcement 
of Section 7-A and the destruction 
of company unions. 

“7, Adequate information,  report- 
ing and planning agencies must be 
created by the government. 

“8. Labor must be made an active 
partner in the supposed partnership 
of government, industry and labor. 

“9, Service industries should be in- 
cluded under codes. The distinction 
between intra-state and _ inter-state 
commerce is not a legitimate basis for 
the extension of protection to some 
workers and the denial of protection 
to others. 

“10. The entire agricultural labor 
population has so far been left with- 
out protection in regard to wages, 
hours, organization, or in dealing with 
employers, Some extension of the na- 
tional recovery act to the field of ag- 
ricultural labor should be made, either 
through a broadening of the act now 
in existence, or a supplementary aet 
pertaining to agricultural labor.” 


Workers’ Rights. 


Discussing the relief problem, the 
council said that “because every in- 
dividual is entitled to an opportunity 
to earn his living, every worker de- 
prived of employment is entitled to 
the essential of life.”

‘SOUND MONEY’ GROUP 
OUTLINES PLATFORM 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Fifty-three 
members of the economists’ national 
committee on monetary policy today 
called for election to congress of can- 
didates who “stand unqualifiedly for 
a sound-money program.” 

They indorsed candidates who: 

“1. Will oppose any further weak- 
ening of our currency structure. 

“2. Will oppose any further devalu- 
ation of our monetary unit. 

‘3. Will oppose any further pro- 
silver measures. : 

“4. Will oppose paper money in- 
flation in every form. 

“5. Will oppose bimetalism, sym- 
metalism and the commodity dollar. 

“6. Will vote for the repeal of all 

the currency provisions of the Thomas 
amendment of May 12, 1933. 
r 6%. Will insist on a return to an 
outright gold standard with a unit of 
weight not less than the resent 
15 5-21 grains of standard gold. 

“8. Will urge upon the government 
co-operation in the international sta- 
bilization of currencies.” 

Otherwise, they believe, “this coun- 
try may he plunged into an orgy of 
currency inflation which will eulmi- 
nate in diaster and in the impoverish- 
oe of the great mass of our peo- 
Dp e.” 

As among those who would suffer 
most was listed the wage earner, and 
“others who will suffer seriously are 
those who save and the holder of in- 
surance policies.” 

Among tendencies which they be- 
lieve dangerous were cited the drive 
for further revaluation of the dollar, 
dissatisfaction of silver advocates with 
the last silver act and the urging to 
issue unsecured paper money. “Gorg- 
ing’ of commercial and federal _re- 
serve banks with government bonds 
they believed “may lead ultimately to 
large and excessive issues of bank 
notes against those bonds.” 

“Just as there is a limit to the 
amount of bonds which the banks and 
the public can absorb, so are there 
limits to the tax burdens which people 
can bear,” said the committee mem- 
bers. “As a consequence, there is the 
very clear possibiliity that the gov- 
| ernment may sort to the outright 
| issue of fiat ey to meet its eur- 
rent expenses 1 :s strenuous efforts 
are made by ti government in the 
near future to restrict its expendi- 
tures and to balance its budget.” 

The chief results of devaluation and 
passage of the silver act they believe 
have been “to change the seale of our 
monetary thermometer, to mutilate 
and to weaken our currency system, 
and to inject into its provisions that 
'will constitute an increasing danger 
to this country until removed.”

Refunding Operations Cut 
Annual Costs $13,000,000 
in Three Weeks. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—(/)— 
As a partial answer to critics of New 
Deal monetary policies, treasury ex- 
perts calculated today that in three 
weeks they have clipped about $13,- 
000,000 off the annual interest the 
government must pay on its public 
debt. 

This was accomplished through a 
trade with persons who already held 
fourth Liberty loan bonds bearing 
4 1-4 per cent interest. In exchange 
for those, the bondholders have agreed 
to take $203,000,000 in 10 to 12-year 
obligations bearing 3 1-4 per cent 
and $596.691,000 in 4-year notes bear- 
ing 2 1-2 per cent. 

The books on the 3 1-4’s are still 
open, so that any who have some of 
the $1,200,000,000 of called Liberty 
bonds still may offer to trade. The 
incentive, from the Liberty bondhold- 
ers viewpoint, is to get a new gov- 
ernment obligation giving him interest 
instead of being paid off in cash on 


The government's objective is two- 
fold—first, to reduce its interest, 
and, second, to keep in the treasury 
as much as possible of the $1,200,- 


' 000,000 in cash which otherwise would

sweet tooth. That is the way to know) 


bears, but I am warning against at- 
tempting any such frivolity with the 
first old female bear you meet, espe- 
cially if she happens to have a pair of 
roly-poly cubs in the offing ‘some- 
where. 

I can never understand the atti- 
tude of the average Georgia. farmer 
toward the black bear. I have been 
going to no little trouble in the past 
few months conducting a survey of the 
predatory animals’ of the state of 
Georgia. Just as a matter of curios- 
ity I put the black bear on the list 
of animals about which I was asking 
for information. It is a striking thing 
that in the section where bears are 
reported as being thickest, not one spe- 
cifie instance of damage by bears was 
mentioned. Yet, in talking with the 
average farmer, he will tefl you that 
the bear is a predator second to none 
when it comes to killing pigs. I just 


wish I had, for example, the figures 
to contrast here on the comparative 
numbers of pigs killed by ewine dis- 
eases and bears. I am sure that the 
contrast would be most startling. 

Let there be an uproar in the hog- 
wallows, and the doughty farmer or- 
ganizes.a hunt on the spot. The dogs 
are put on the trail and the chase 
begins, many a time with no examina- 
tion of the tracks in the mud. I have 
actually been told that there was a 
bear raid at a certain farm the night 
before, only to find definite fox tracks 
and no flat-footed Bruin prints at all. 
Possibly the fox had been after a suck- 
ling pig. 

Actually, the black bear is a game 
animal of considerable value. The 
state of Pennsylvania has found this 
true and the state of Georgia would 
be able to follow this leadership safe- 
ly if she only would. Our game laws 
provide an open season for bears; this 
is wrong now, for they are too rare. 
They should be trapped alive, trans- 
ported and cared for until they have 
repopulated the state. Then open the 
season under a restricted bag limit. 
As the law now stands, any man who 
gets a hunting license can kill every 
bear in the state if he wants to and 
can get to them. Enough of protest. 
Tomorrow we will consider the bear 
in his true colors, which are black 
with a bit of brown.

THE STORY OF LAND TRAVEL. 
I—In Ancient Times. 


A baby commonly learns to travel 
by crawling on his hands and knees; 
but, by the time he is about a year 
old, he rises to his feet and walks.

Men of early times, before the tam- 
ing of the horse and other animals, 
had no way of traveling on land ex- 
cept by ,walking or running. 

When ancient Egypt and Babylonia 
were young, however, people had 
learned to use animals to help them 
get from place to place. Horses and 
donkeys were the chief, if not the only, 
beasts used for this purpose 6, 
years ago; but later centuries were 
to see the ox, the camel, even the ele- 
phant, come into such use. 

At this very day, thousands of per- 
sons in Asia and in miral parts of Eu- 
rope make journeys in oxcarts.

Egypt was a long, 
narrow country, and almost any part 
could be reached by boat, along the 
Nile or its branches. 

Land travel held a far more impor- 
tant place in Babylonia. Many .per- 
sons in that country became expert in 
horseback riding, and chariots were 
more common than in Ezypt. Rid- 
ing was done on “donkey-back” by 
the plain people, but horses were fa- 
vored by the rich and powerful. 

In olden Greece, people rode on 
both donkeys and _ horses. They 
used donkeys when they wanted to 
cross mountain ranges. The hoofe of 
horses, so far as we know. were not 
shod; but sometimes for long, hard 


sandals or pieces of cloth. 
Two-wheeled carts and four-wheel- 
ed wagons were drawn over the rude, 
rouch roads of Greece. Now and then 
n donkey was to be seen, his back 
loaded with goods, going along a road, 
the owner or other attendant walking 
by his side. There were bridges over 
some streams in Greece, but they were 
not built very solidly and were Jike- 
ly to be washed away during flonds.

T. O. Poole Sr., for many years 
one of the city’s best-known business- 
men and civic leaders, died Sunday 
night at the residence of his daughter, 
Mrs. Clyde King Jr.. at 1062 Lull- 
water road. He was 58. 

A heart attack caused his death at 
10:40 o’clock Sunday night after an 
illness of several days. Mr. Poole 
had had heart trouble since February. 

Born on Cascade road, November

ARE BLACKLISTED 


Federal Commission Re- 
fuses Registration to 
List of Ten. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—(4)— 
Signalizing the control it will begin 
to administer over the nation’s stock 
exchanges tomorrow, the federal se- 
curities commission today refused reg- 
istration or unlisted trading privileges 


on any registered exchange to 10 se- 
curities. 

Not only will trading in these is- 
sues be prohibited, but brokers and 
dealers will be barred from using them 
as collateral for loans for the purpose 
of carrying or purchasing securities. 

No reason was given for the black- 
list except that. the commission acted 
“in the public interest and for the 
protection of investors.” The list: 

Brooklyn-Manhattan ‘Transit Cor- 
poration, ld-year secured 6 per cent 
sinking fund bonds, series A, due June 
1, 1949; Apponaug Company, no-par 
value common stock; Carondelet 
Building, Inc., certificates of deposit 
for first mortgages 5 1-2s serial gold 
bonds; Gorham Manufacturing Com- 
pany, voting trust certificates for no- 
par value common stocks’ expiring 
June 1, 1939; Helena Rubinstein, 
Inc., no-par value common § stock; 
Knabb Barrel Company, Inc., $1l-par 
value common stock; Rayon Industries 
Corporation, class “‘A’” common stock; 
Republic Stamping and Enameling 
Co., no-par value common stock; Saen- 
ger Realty Corporation, certificates of 
deposit for first mortagage guaranteed 
6 1-2 per cent serial gold bonds; Saen- 
ger Theaters, Inc., certificates of de- 
posit for first mortgage and collateral 
trust sinking fund 6 per cent gold 
bonds. 

The Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit 
Security was said at the commission 
to be an $8,000,000 issue on which a 
hearing will be held next Wednesday. 
Meanwhile, and until a final decision 
is made after the hearing, trading in 
this security will be prohibited on 
any of the 24 registered exchanges. 


RUSSIAN CHILDREN 
GET VOTING RIGHTS 


MOSCOW, Sept. 30.—Ninety million 
Russian voters, 10,000,000 more than 
there were three years ago, will par- 
ticipate in soviet general elections to 


be held starting November 10 to elect 
delegates to the seventh all-union 
soviet congress. 

The 10,000,000 new voters are most- 
ly children and youths, sons and 
daughters of kulaks, who are doing 
useful work for the hoviet union. The 
central executive committee issued 
regulations today giving them the 
fight to vote. 

The youngsters have been trained 
by communist and labor organiza- 
tions. The bars have been let down 
also for many kulaks and their fam- 
ilies, those who have demonstrated by 
hard work their loyalty to the soviet 
union. 

Kulaks (farmers) in exile for anti- 
soviet. activity who have been work- 
ing faithfully in their new homes are 
to be given back the ballot after five 
years’ exile, or after three years if 
they are engaged in the gold or plati- 
num industries. 

Young kulaks who have become 
shock brigaders in Russian industries 
whder the second five-year plan are 
to be given the ballot regardless of 
the length of their exile. 

All dependent relatives of exiled 
kulaks have been disfranchised under 
stringent soviet constitutional restric- 
tions, and today’s order provided the 
vote will be restored to them auto- 
matically when the franchise bar is 
lifted against the head of the family. 

The regulations provide that no 
election will be valid in which 50 per 
cent of the qualified electors fail to 
cast votes. 


The general elections are to be held [ 


between November 10 and January 
10, with the congress opening January 
15. Nine hundred and eighty-six dele- 
gates are to be chosen for the all- 
union congress, which is the supreme 
authority under the soviet constitu- 
tion.

Four Shot to Death 
In Tavern Ho'dup 


ST. JACOB, IIl., Sept. 30.—(P)—~— 
An abortive tavern robbery that ended 
in a spectacular gun fight between 
the tavern operator, Elmer Jackson.

Forcing the Dummy. 
- The ways in which the declarer 
can use his trump suit to the greatest 
advantage are many and varied. He 


‘|uses it to lead out his opponents’ 


trumps and destroy their ruffing pow- 
er; as stoppers to prevent the run of 
an established suit which is held 
against him; as a means of disposing 
of his own losing tricks by ruffing 
them with dummy’s’ short trump 
length. At times the trump suit ful- 
fills still more complex duties, when 
dummy’s short trumps are-+used to 
serve as entries to an _ established 
long suit. In order to defend suc 
cessfully against the declarer, his ad- 
versaries must understand all of these 
methods and many more, so that they 
may plan a counterattack to prevent 
the declarer from using his trumps 
to the best advantage. 

In occasional cases the principal 
power of the trump suit is to furnish 
entry back to declarer’s hand. At 
such times the proper. defense tech- 
nique is to reverse the usual procedure 
of trying to prevent declarer from 
ruffing with dummy’s short trump 
spit. Instead of preventing ruffs, the 
defense must force dummy to ruff, 
so that eventually there will be no 
trumps left in dummy for the declarer 
to use in transferring the lead. In 
most cases, when such a condition ex- 
ists it must be recognized immediately 
so that the process of forcing the 
dummy can be started at once. The 
very first lead is usually none too 
soon,

1—South makes his normal “one over 
one” response just as though the 
double had not occurred. 

\2—This is still a takeout double. 
Spades and clubs having been bid 
against him.East is sure that West 
must hold a four-card. suit in 
either hearts or diamonds, 

o—Both adversaries having shown 
length in hearts, South is sure that 
West must hold a singleton or per- 
haps none at all. If the club suit 
is solid, it seems that four spades 
can be made, 

West opened the heart deuce, and 
East knew that South must have four 
hearts because West’s deuce lead, 
which was probably his fourth high- 
est, showed at most four cards in the 
suit. East could therefore see shat 
in addition to his aces of clubs, dia- 
monds and hearts, he could win an 
extra heart trick and defeat the con- 
tract if dummy’s trumps could be ex- 
hausted before the club suit could be 
established and run. South must hold 
the club king to justify his bid of 
four spades, in which case one lead 
would clear that suit. The only hope 
was that if dummy’s trumps were suf- 
ficiently shortened, Sguth would be 
unable to get back t¢ his own hand 
to draw trumps, and West's last trump 
would prevent his running the club 
suit. East’s plan of defense caused 
him to win the first heart with the 
ace and return the heart nine. This 
was a deceptive measure, in case South 
held the heart jack, to give the infer- 
ence that West held the heart king 
and it would do South no good to play 
his jack. As the cards were placed, 
it was unnecessary. 

The heart nine was ruffed in dum- 
my and a club led to South’s king, 


East ducking. Another club lead by 
South forced out East’s ace, and the 
heart ten forced dummy to ruff with 
the spade king. Now since the club 
suit was established, South could have 
made his contract if he could have 
drawn trumps, but after leading the 
spade ace he could not get back to 
his hand without giving Fast the lead 
in diamonds and allowing East to cash 
his heart king for the setting trick. 

It would have done South no good 
to Jead a diamond from dummy imme- 
diately and thus prepare to ruff him- 
self into the lead later. This would 
merely have given East one more 
chance to lead hearts, and dummy 
would have been forced to ruff the 
fourth heart with the spade ace. estab- 
lishing West’s spade ten as the set- 
ting trick. Neither would it have done 
anv good, as the cards lay, to ruff 
both hearts with honors and: then lead 
the spade three, as this course also 
would have lost a trick to West's 
spade ten. . 

A spade lead by East after the 
first trick would have allowed the 
contract to be made, however; South 
would have established his clubs and 
then ruffed the heart with the spade 
ace, retaining the spade trey to lead 
to his own long trump suit and draw 
trumps.
